Ordinarily an insurance company is out to get the business, but 
during the last ten days a group of fire ingurance companies has 
been making haste to cance! their polictes covering petroleum products 


stored in California. 


This is a direct result of the two recent con-

proximately 8,600,000 barrels 

The oll companies are not anx- 
fous to discuss the extent to which 
fire insurance cancellations have 
been conducted, but from various 
sources it has been learned that 
somewhere between 25,000,000 and 
60,000,000 barrels of oil, mostly in 
Southern California, is now estand- 
ing in storage without fire insur- 
ance protection,

cause of the explosion which

A young man employed as 
a gauger, went onto the roof 
of a steel storage tank to 
measure the quantity of oil 
on hand. A moment later 
there was a flash of fire and 
the gauger was hurled 125 
feet. 

The conclusion has just 
been reached that the lug 
on his heel struck a stee! 
rivet, creating a spark which 
ignited vapors escaping from 
a vent in the tank.
